| heretofore known in cmp And, there- 
| fore, there is nothing but the maintenance 
| of a principle vital to our nation’s prosperity 
and safety, that can justify a resort to the 
arbitrament of arms. When the declaration 
of President Monroe was first made it was 
received by the American people with great 
approval, and the recent message of Presi- 
dent Cleveland, in so far as it announced 
the principles involved, has been. warmly 
welcomed by the great masses of our popu- 
lation. 

“It is not that war is invited, but, to the 
contrary, that tt may, if possible, be avoid- 
ed. Such was the cause of the declarations 
contained in the message of President Mon- 
roe, and the reason of the announcement of 
President Cleveland now. 

“Upon any fair interpretation is it not to 
be said that the declaration does mot in- 
clude the right of our Government to de- 
cide’ upon the facts as to what our rights

It was with caution that I cabled you a 
warning of what may be the sensational 
character of the news England keeps dot- 
tled up in Africa. 

It may not prove so, but thé fear grows 
that a revolution is on foot in Cape Col- 
ony, and perhaps in all the British African 
colonies. a 

Not a word has been sent to the news- 


papers from Cape Town since New Tears. 
To-day both cables are working, but they 
work only for the Government. Code mes- 
sages to Africa are refused at the cable 
offices, and the Government now requires 
a mass of delayed messages to be worked 
off on this end, from England to Africa, 
before messages from Africa are taken up. 
The warship Victoria has been ordered 
from Bombay to Cape Town, with 1.200 
men of the Lancashire Regiment aboard, 
and all day the activity at the Offices of 
War and of the Admiralty has exceeded any 
that has been seen in those departments 
for many -years. 

Lord Wolsley, who sometimes puts 
two to four hours a day, is busy from 
morning until 7 o’clock at night, and the 
stress at the Admiralty is equally great 
and suggestive. 

England has never closed the avenues of 
public news in modern times before, and 
this st e action not only whets curi- 
osity, but * the worst imaginings. 
Four words in a private message have 
come from Cape Town to-day. They were 
permitted to pass the censorship because 
they were addressed to the Earl of * 
by his son, Who wrote that Jamison d 
been released and that Cecil Rhodes had 
resigned. 8 statement is old news, 
but the tidings of Jamison’s freedom gives 
license to the belief that he may have been 
liberated by the revolutionigts. In the same 
light it is reasoned that Rhodes resigned 
the premiership in order to be free to assist 
his fellow colonists to throw off the En- 
glish yoke. 

It is not this that England fears, if 
such is the case, so much as she keeps in 
mind the German Emperor, whom Stead 
to-day calls “Dr. Jim of Berlin.” In case of 
a revolution in the British colonies the 
doughty war lord might be quick to recog- 
nize the rebels as belligerents. 

A startling rumor, too startling for cre- 
dence, comes from Berlin to the effect that 
the Emperor informed Dr. Leyds of Trans- 
vaal in an interview to-day that he meant 
to send a minister to Johannesburg. 

By according an interview to Leyds the 
Emperior violated diplomatic rules. Since 
England insists that the Transvaal is un- 
der her protectorate, he can have no diplo- 
matic agent.

Dr. Jamison then began preparations for 
a raid upon Johannesburg, mustering about 
700 men and plenty of ammunition, but little 
food on the Transvaal border. When the 
right moment arrived a letter was sent to 
him to go to the assistance of his compatri- 
ots, who were in danger at the hands of the 
aroused Boers, then riding about the coun- 
* in a most threatening manner. 

n Monday, Dec. 30, Dr. Jamison’s force 
crossed. the Transvaal border without the 
knowledge, it would seem, of the Uitlanders 
of Johannesburg. He cut the telegraph 
wires behind him, to prevent being ordered 
back by the British Government, it is 
claimed, and pushed on for Kruegersdorp, 
where he expected to meet reinforcements 
of 2,000 Uitlanders. 

On the following day, Dec. 31, there was 
intense excitement at Johannesburg, people 
hurrying into the town from the mines and 
suburbs. 

The Central Committee of Uitlander citi- 
zens constituted themselves a provisional 
government for the town and announced 
that ample provision would be made to de- 
fend it against any body of Boers. 

The provisional government established 
itself in the Consolidated Gold Fields build- 
ing and three Maxim rapid-fire guns were 
placed by the citizens in advantageous posi- 
tions about it. 

The so-called “new government” then sent 
an ulitmatum to the Government of Presi- 
dent Krueger at Pretoria. The latter pro-

Coroner Wait states 
that he will go more deeply into the ques- 
tion of the insurance on the stock and the 
relations between Mr. Grubbs and the man- 
ufacturers whom he represented: Monday 
Mr. Grubbs stated he. had act merely as. 
agent, collected no moneys and kept no 
books for the company, merely forwarding 
inivoieces of sales he made. 

It is also intended by Coroner Wait to se- 
cure, if possible, further information as to 
the explosion in the factory. 

Every witness so far examined has stated 
the first thing noticed after the flames and 
smoke was a hissing sound. This wag fol- 
lowed by two powerful explosions in rapid 

* succession. From this Coroner Wait con- 
cludes that the fire-works first reached by 
the flames were of the lighter variety. They 
in turn exploded one box of giant fire- 
crackers, and it a second one, bringing 
down the three buildings in ruin. 

The explosives taken from the ruins of 
the wreck, were not turned over to Regis 
Chauvenet & Bro., chemists, for experiment 
Monday, as had been intended, because it 
was found they could not conclude the ex- 
periments in time. Accordingly the articles 
Were given to the chemist at the Washing- 
ton University. Shortly after 10 o’clock 
word was received from him that he would 
make a report on the experiments on 
Thursday. It was then decided to go on 
with the inquest. 

The explosives given to the chemist were 
the giant firecrackers which Coroner Wait 
believes were responsible for the disaster.
